Sea from Safety Bay, near Nome, 
Alaska, was announced by the naval 
radio station on St, Paul Island. 
Several radio stations on the Pacific 

coast received the message, saying the

The Lindberghs left Safety Bay

It mav be that monarchist influence 


and sympathy are behind the disturbance, 
or elements in it. But it is from the work- 
ing classes as such that the new authority 
is mec ting resistance Time will show 
whether the temperament of the Spanish 
people will make a republican form of gov- 
ernment permanent. The chances rather 
re that they will some time revert to the 
ionarehy or set up a dictatorship under 
yme name or other. 

The only time Spain attained to great- 
ness was when it was under the personal 
rule and inspiration of monarchs who were 
also outstanding leaders of men. If the 
nation is to recover greatness it will prob- 
ably have to find a Mussolini who can at 
once inspire the national energy and spirit 
and direct these to a purpose.

NO MORE “ALOOFNESS” 


Richt years ago, Ambassador Page 

bade farewell to England in a speech in 
he declared that the United States 

| resume its traditional policy of 
| » aloof from European affairs. If 
President Hoover recalled that speech, he 
must have smiled as he drew up the terms 
of the war debt moratorium and set about 
the task of devising detailed means to 
save Germany. from absolute collapse. 

That the United States tried to resume 
its former attitude of aloofness has been 
plain enough, and the results even more 
so. But that a return to that policy is not 
possible is equally clear. The United States 
is no longer an American republic only. It 
is a world power, with interests abroad 
which cannot be ignored, with the respon- 
sibility to protect those interests, and for- 
tunately also with a chivalrous desire to 
see the people in the older lands recover a 
fair chance for “life, liberty and the pur- 
t of happiness.” 
The world has not grown smaller, but 
the United States has grown larger in the 
scope of its relationships and the obliga- 
tions which these involve. Among the 
things the great republic gained from the 
war is the power to extricate Europe from 
the wreckage, and to do so on terms which 
will make another disaster less likely.

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ENFORCE TREE-PLANTING 

This would be a good time for the Do- 
minion Government and the Governments 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan to get to- 
gether and put a little tactful compulsion 
behind the idea of inducing tree-planting 
on the farms and along the roadways in 
the dry belt 

So long as the farmers in that area 
were standing “on their own" governments 
could do little in that direction beyond 
pointing out to them the advisability of 
setting out wind-breaks and creating for- 
est belts to conserve moisture and increase 
rainfall. But when the Dominion and the 
provinces must join to provide roadwork 
to save them from destitution, something 
may properly be done in the way of re- 
quiring that measures be taken to prevent 
soil-drifting and droughts in future years, 

While the Dominion has been giving 
away trees for a generation, and the ad- 
vantages of tree-planting have been din- 
ned into the public by every department 
f agriculture, private initiative has failed 

lutely to adopt these precautions in 

general way against the climatic con- 

ns which have brought the farmers 
of the dry belt into distress and which 
1 atens to turn that area into a perman- 
desert 
Simply saving the people concerned 
m what is in measure the consequence 
of their own neglect will not assure that 
they will be more thoughtful for the fu- 
ture.

The Minister is being accused of shirking 
his duty in thus leaving it to private enter 
prise to try out the route, instead of 
having the test made under the auspices 
of the Government. 

Just why there should be all the uproar 
is not very clear. If the Hudson Bay route 
develops into a wheat route it will not be 
Government Wheat, or wheat handled by 
the Government, that goes to market that 
way, but wheat owned by pools or private 
dealers and shipped on their responsibility 
and at their risk. What is the objection to 
letting the route be tested in the first 
instance under the conditions under which 
it will have to operate? 

No doubt the Government, by exerting 
pressure on the National Railways and on 
ocean shipping companies’ could have a 
few cargoes of wheat carried to Liverpool 
via the Bay at lower charges than prevail 


over the St. Lawrence route. But the test 
would be delusive. It would not show 
what charges over the new route would 
have to be borne by the trade under 
normal conditions. And that is the rate 
that will have to determine the practic- 


ability or impracticability of the Hudson 
Bay route as a wheat route. 

There would be no gain to anyone in 
“kidding” the country that wheat can be 
carried through the Bay for less money 
than will meet all the usual and proper 
shipping charges. As the Government has 
undertaken to see that ships are available 
to carry the wheat, that seems to be about 
as far as its authority can be employed 
without destroying the value of the test.
